About ten werts ago Mr. Otto E. Cur- 


tis, the senior member of the jewelry firm 
of Curtis & Ewing, purchased a three- 
year old blooded colt from Mr. John Free- 
man, who resides three miles east of Moa- 
wequa. It is a fleet-footed animal, and 
Otto was proud of it. He was out rifling 
last evening about 8:30 o'clock, in a light 
buggy, driving his colt, as usual. Coming 
down Water street in front of the First 
M. E. Church he met the Young America 
Hook and Ladder truck going north. The 
horse took fright at thefiremen and truck, 
and started down the street on a dead 
run, kicking and plunging aa he went. 
Otto hold on to the reins with true Curtis 
grit until in front of F. L. Hays & Co.'s 
dry goods store, where he was thrown out 
of the buggy head over heeli, striking the 
graveled street head downward. 
Here 


the kicking horse broke loose from the 
buggy, and tore past the RKPDBLICAN of- 
fice at a 1:30 gait. Mr. Curtis was picked 
up in an insensible condition and carried 
to his place of business, where restora- 
tives were speedily applied, and his 
wounds examined by a surgeon.
